Leaked recordings involving council leader reveal talks to avoid 15% tax hike 
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OPPOSITION groups have 
reacted with horror as leaked 
recordings reveal Surrey 
County Council leader David 
Hodge speaking of securing 
a ‘gentleman’s agreement’ 
with the government to avoid 
an embarrassing 15 per cent 
tax hike. 

Downing Street has repeat¬ 
edly denied striking a “sweet¬ 
heart deal” with the Tory-run 
council to kill the double-dig¬ 
it tax rise. 

But Mr Hodge told a pri¬ 
vate meeting he had direct 
dealings with Communities 
Secretary Sajid Javid over its 
financial struggles. 

In a recording leaked to 
the BBC, the council chief is 
heard telling Tories he was 
“looking for help on how we 
could stop a referendum” and 
“every leader ... will always 
have these conversations to 


try and get a better deal”. 

He added: “There may 
come a time that if what I call 
a gentleman’s agreement, the 
Conservative Party often 
does, is not honoured, we will 
have to re-visit this in nine 
months or a year’s time. 

“If we do, let me assure 
you, you will have to drag me 
kicking and screaming not to 
go for referendum next year.” 

Labour leader Jeremy Cor- 
byn confronted Prime Minis¬ 
ter Theresa May in February 
with leaked text messages 
involving Mr Hodge that ap¬ 
peared to show negotiations 
over a deal. 

The council leader had 
backed down over plans to 
hold a vote on the massive 
tax hike and put forward 
plans for a 4.99 per cent rise 
instead. 

A council spokesman reit¬ 
erated its previous statement 
that there had been no deal. 

A Department for Commu¬ 
nities and Local Government 
spokesman said: “As we have 


repeatedly made clear, there 
was no special deal for Sur¬ 
rey County Council and they 
will not receive any extra 
funding that would not other¬ 
wise be provided or offered to 


other councils. To imply the 
opposite is simply untrue. 

“Surrey County Council 
informed the Government it 
wanted to become a pilot area 
for the 100 per cent business 


rates retention scheme. 

“DCLG made clear this 
was not possible for 2017/18, 
but subject to meeting the 
necessary criteria, it could 
apply in the 2018/19 pilot.” 

Cllr Hazel Watson, leader 
of the Liberal Democrats on 
Surrey County Council, said: 
“I am horrified that despite 
huge public opposition the 
leader of the council is talk¬ 
ing about a referendum and 
a large council tax rise next 
year - he has clearly not lis¬ 
tened to local residents. 

“The transcript of the Con¬ 
servative group meeting begs 
the question: What does the 
leader of the council have in 
writing? 

“It suggests a deal between 
the Conservative administra¬ 
tion at Surrey County Coun¬ 
cil with the government and 
that the leader of the council 
wants to keep it under wraps. 
This contradicts his previous 
statements denying that a 
deal had been done with the 
government. 


“These secrets do not do 
anyone any favours in local 
government. What is needed 
is a long term solution for the 
funding gap for adult social 
care and how we fund servic¬ 
es across the country.” 

Shadow local government 
minister Gareth Thomas said 
the PM must “come clean” 
over the deal. 

He added: “This recording 
proves what we have long 
suspected. The Government 
came to a secret ‘gentle¬ 
man’s agreement’ with the 
leadership of Surrey County 
Council, whilst the rest of 
the country faces a crisis in 
social care and brutal cuts to 
council budgets. 

“Theresa May and her min¬ 
isters, including Sajid Javid, 
have been playing political 
games, conducting back¬ 
room sweetheart deals for 
their friends, whilst councils 
across the country struggle 
to cobble together the mon¬ 
ey to adequately fund social 
care.”

Ovarian cancer - beware the silent killer 



AS part of ovarian cancer 
awareness month women 
are being asked to check 
for symptoms and availa¬ 
ble treatments throughout 
March. 

Ovarian cancer is often 
dubbed “the silent killer” by 
doctors and is the fifth most 
common cancer among wom¬ 
en in the UK with more than 
7,000 diagnoses and 4,300 
deaths directly linked to the 
disease being recorded each 
year. 

It is estimated one in 50 
women will develop the can¬ 
cer and around half of those 
will live for five years after 
being diagnosed. One in 
three will live for at least 10 
years. 

The cancer affects the ova¬ 
ries, which supply eggs to the 
womb and, in some cases, can 
lead to fallopian tubes, the 
ovaries, a layer of stomach 
tissue or the womb being re¬ 
moved through surgery. 
What are the symptoms? 

• Feeling constantly bloated 
and having a swollen tummy 

• Discomfort in your tummy 
or pelvic area 

• Feeling full while eating 

• Needing to urinate more of¬ 
ten than normal 

Dr John Butler, a consult¬ 
ant gynaecologist oncologist 
and genealogical surgeon at 
the Royal Marsden Hospital,

said: “The symptoms are gen¬ 
erally non-specific, but if you 
have noticed a change in your 
body that has lasted for four 
to six weeks then visit your 
general practitioner. 

“It will probably be noth¬ 
ing. A GP will see those symp¬ 
toms regularly, but will only 
diagnose only a few of those 
as being ovarian cancer. 

“Most people will die from 
the disease, but that is not to 
say they will not lead fulfill¬ 
ing lives. It is like diabetes, in 
the sense that you live with 
the disease, and advance¬ 
ments in treatment means 
people can return to work 
or in the case of one of our 
patients, who is over 80, go 
skydiving. It does not need to 
limit your life.” 

Who is most at risk? 


The risk of developing 
ovarian cancer increases as 
women get older with the 
majority of cases occurring 
after the menopause. About 
eight in every 10 diagnoses 
are made after the age of 50, 
but some rare variants of the 
illness can occur in younger 
women. 

Women with a history 
of the cancer in the family, 
especially a close relative, 
are more likely to develop 
it. Ovarian cancer can also 
be caused by inheriting a 
faulty gene called BRCA1 or 
BRCA2, which increase the 
likelihood of its development 
as well as breast cancer. Only 
one in every 10 cases are be¬ 
lieved to be caused by one of 
those genes, however. 

Endometrosis, a condi¬ 
tion where tissue that acts 
similarly to the lining of the 
womb is found outside the 
organ, can lead to cancerous 
cells developing in the body 

Smoking, hormone re¬ 
placement therapy, using 
talcum powder between the 
legs, being overweight or 
obese are also factors. 

What treatments are 
available to me? 

• Chemotherapy 

• Surgery 

• A combination of the two 
Laura’s experience 

Laura Moses, 28, was di¬ 


agnosed in June 2016 and 
was transferred to The Royal 
Marsden for treatment. 

She said: “When I final¬ 
ly got the diagnosis at The 
Royal Marsden I was shell 
shocked, but it was also quite 
comforting to know what was 
wrong. Cancer doesn’t dis¬ 
criminate, it can happen to 
anyone at any age. 

“I was very scared about 
moving from weekly chemo¬ 
therapy to just Avastin med¬ 
ication every three weeks 
because being at the hospital 
was like a safety blanket. 

“I’m young so it was a huge 
shock to be receiving cancer 
treatment - no one expects 
ovarian cancer to pop up in a 
27-year-old. 

“I’ve had to adjust to my 
body changing as I’m now go¬ 
ing through the menopause 
but the specialist nurses are 
just a phone call or email 
away, which is very comfort¬ 
ing. 

“I’m still on maintenance 
treatment and I know the 
risk of reoccurrence so I live 
in a little bit of fear, but I 
know there’s a whole medical 
team behind me which helps 
lesson that fear - the support 
The Royal Marsden has given 
me is amazing.”

CAMPAIGNERS have 

launched a petition calling 
for Surrey’s sexual vital 
health services to be saved, 
amidst fears clinics could be 
shut down from next month. 

Surrey County Council 
awarded a contract for the 
handling of the county’s gen¬ 
itourinary (GUM), commu¬ 
nity contraception and HIV 
clinics to Central and North 
West London NHS Trust - the 
only bidder for the contract 
- in September 2016. The con¬ 
tract commences on April 1. 

But some councillors are 
concerned that reorganisa¬ 
tions under the new contract 
would limit access to sex¬ 
ual health services after ‘a 
source’ told them there are 
proposals to close clinics in 
Leatherhead, Frimley Green 
and Chertsey as well as all 
community contraception 
clinics. They understand 
these will be replaced with 
three centralised hubs in 



Surrey County Council 
awarded a contract for the 
handling of the county’s 
genitourinary (GUM), 
community contraception 
and HIV clinics to Central 
and North West London NHS 
Trust - the only bidder for the 
contract - in September 2016 

Guildford, Woking and Re- 
dhill, and emphasise the role 
of school nurses, pharma¬ 
cists and GPs in administer¬ 
ing sexual health services. 

When asked about the al¬ 
leged proposals, a spokes¬ 


person for the Trust said it 
was reviewing current ser¬ 
vices and would “be sending 
out more information very 
soon”. 

Liberal Democrat Coun¬ 
cillor for Mole Valley Claire 
Malcolmson has launched a 
petition calling for the ser¬ 
vices to be protected, and 
to prevent people in need of 
help travelling to 

Cllr Malcolmson worries 
the alleged proposals would 
increase pressure on school 
nurses, pharmacists and 
GPs, and that the proposed 
hubs would be difficult to 
access for patients in the 
north of Surrey - especial¬ 
ly Bookham, Fethcham, 
Leatherhead, Ashtead and 
Epsom. 

She said: “Surrey’s sexual 
health clinics provide vital 
services covering sexually 
transmitted infection, ge- 
nito-urinary medicine and 
contraception. They limit the 
spread of sexually transmit¬ 
ted infections, such as HIV, 
protect young people’s health 
and reduce teenage pregnan¬ 
cies, significantly cutting the 
costs of our local health and 


care services. 

“Most of these - including 
those at Leatherhead and Ep¬ 
som - are now facing closure 
leaving just three clinics for 
the whole of Surrey.” 

A spokesperson for CNWL, 
which was awarded the sexu¬ 
al health contract, said: “We 
understand that people have 
lots of questions about the 
proposed new services. We’ll 
be sending out more informa¬ 
tion very soon. 

“We’re reviewing the oper¬ 
ating bases across the Coun¬ 
ty to make sure all patients 
have a modern service that 
is quick and easy to use, 
where residents can have 
their sexual health and con¬ 
traceptive needs met in one 
appointment - particularly 
those most at risk of sexual 
ill health. We’ll also be run¬ 
ning outreach services in the 
community. 

“CNWL will work in part¬ 
nership with existing staff 
and commissioners so the 
new service does not dis¬ 
advantage any Surrey resi¬ 
dent.”

UBER LONDON Ltd has lost 
its High Court challenge over 
new language requirement 
rules planned for private-hire 
vehicles. Opponents of the 
proposed Transport for London 
(TfL) package, which includes 
a requirement that drivers 
undertake tests in reading and 
writing basic English, claim 
it will lead to “indirect racial 
discrimination” and threaten 
the livelihood of around 30,000 
drivers.

EDUCATION IN FOCUS: GRAINNE CUFFE looks at the importance of reading as part of a child’s development 


Swept away on love of the written word 



Youngsters get a chance to dress up for school on the day 


READING can do many 
things. It educates, amazes, 
entertains, thrills and stimu¬ 
lates. A recent study in the UK 
found it can reduce the feeling 
of chronic pain. It can trans¬ 
port you to different worlds, 
to places you could never have 
dreamed. It can let you see 
from perspectives you might 
otherwise not understand. It’s 
magical that way 

Endless are the benefits 
and as World Book Day pass¬ 
es our focus turns to children 
and their celebration of the 
written word. Kids swept into 
schools across the UK dressed 
in their favourite literary 
characters; Voldesmorts, Wil¬ 
ly Wonkas and Goldilockses 
gleefully filled classrooms. 
Fun was certainly had but 
the importance of this cele¬ 
bration cannot be underesti¬ 
mated. 

Dr Marion Wynne-Davies, 
professor of English litera¬ 
ture and co-ordinator of chil¬ 
dren’s literature at the Uni¬ 
versity of Surrey, describes 
giving a child a book as a “gift 
of love”. 

She said: “Buying a book 
for a child is not only about 
helping them learn to read 
and improving their litera¬ 
cy skills. Rather, it is a gift 
of love. Whatever their age, 
take them to a bookshop and 
join them in searching out the 


books they find stimulating 
and exciting.” 

In 1970, a study began to 
explore the difference read¬ 
ing for pleasure can make in 
people’s lives. Since its in¬ 
ception, the British Cohort 
Study has followed the lives 
of more than 17,000 people 
born in England, Scotland 
and Wales. During their lives, 
researchers collected data on 
factors such as economic cir¬ 
cumstance, education, health, 
physical and social develop¬ 


ment. 

Of the participants, 6,000 
took various cognitive tests 
at 16. Children from the same 
social backgrounds who test¬ 
ed as having similar ability 
at age five and 10 were com¬ 
pared. The study found chil¬ 
dren who read frequently at 
ten had higher results across 
all spectrums. Reading books 
when they were younger ac¬ 
tually increased their math¬ 
ematical abilities a few years 
down the line. Reading had 


an impact four times greater 
than having a parent with a 
post-secondary degree. 

Events such as World Book 
Day, when millions of chil¬ 
dren are sent out free book 
vouchers, are essential to 
improve children’s lives and 
their futures. Reading statis¬ 
tics in children inspire hope- 
it’s on the increase. However, 
overall the statistics are not 
ideal. 

Only 26 per cent of 10 year- 
year-olds in England enjoy 
reading for pleasure com¬ 
pared to 46 per cent in Portu¬ 
gal or 42 per cent in Georgia. 
Only one in ten people own a 
single book. 

Literacy levels reveal huge 
gaps in equality with five- 
year-olds eligible for free 
school meals scoring 19 per¬ 
centage points lower in litera¬ 
cy skills than their peers. 

According to the Reading 
Agency, a London based char¬ 
ity aiming to inspire people 
to read, “the degree of ine¬ 
quality in reading levels for 
children aged ten is higher 
in England than in almost all 
other developed countries”. 

By the final year of compul¬ 
sory education, students from 
disadvantaged backgrounds 
have reading levels on aver¬ 
age two and a half years be¬ 
hind their wealthier counter¬ 
parts. This can in turn affect 


the economy with low literacy 
skills costing the UK an esti¬ 
mated £81 billion a year on in¬ 
creased welfare spending. In 
England, the average hourly 
pay for people who have high¬ 
er literacy levels is 94 per cent 
more than those who don’t. 

London fares better than 
most areas. The National Lit¬ 
erary Trust published a report 
that found 86 per cent of Eng¬ 
lish constituencies have “en¬ 
trenched” literacy problems. 
Only Greenwich and Wool¬ 
wich were included in that 
majority. 

But there is still much work 
to be done. Schemes such as 
‘Inspiring Reading’ by social 
mobility charity the May¬ 
or’s Fund for London exist. It 
trains volunteers to help chil¬ 
dren who are falling behind in 
reading. The charity acknowl¬ 
edges illiteracy is closely 
linked to crime and ill-health 
and children from deprived 
backgrounds can break nega¬ 
tive cycles by learning literacy 
skills. 

In 2015, 700 pupils in 88 
London primary schools were 
supported with their reading 
by the programme and 74 per 
cent of pupils raised their 
SAT standard at least two 
sub-levels. 

Sue Wilkinson, CEO of 
The Reading Agency, said: 
“Making reading accessible to 


everyone requires concerted 
action from a range of organ¬ 
isations and partners; good 
schools are critically impor¬ 
tant but on their own they can¬ 
not solve the problem. 

“Reading for pleasure is 
more important for children’s 
cognitive development than 
their parents’ level of educa¬ 
tion and is a more powerful 
factor in life achievement than 
socio economic background.” 

“To encourage people to 
keep reading outside school or 
college and even after leaving 
formal education, we need to 
make it something that they 
enjoy and want to do with 
their family, carers, peers and 
friends.”

SUPERMARKET chain Asda 
has been fined £300,000 after 
dead mice, flies and rotting food 
were discovered at a home deliv¬ 
ery depot in London. 

Council safety officers made 
the discovery in the bread sec¬ 
tion of the depot in Enfield, 
which distributes food to online 
shoppers across the capital. 

Mouse droppings were found 
on shelves and inside a packet 
of cereal, a packet of sugar in 
the home baking aisle had been 
clearly gnawed by rodents and 
shells of fly pupae were discov¬ 
ered under shelves. 

Inspectors also discovered 
split foodstuffs and rotting co¬ 
riander in home delivery trays 
when they visited the depot in 
Southbury Road on May 27,2016. 

Asda admitted three food 
safety and hygiene breaches at 
Highbury Coroner Magistrates’ 
Court in January. 

The store was fined £300,000 
and ordered to pay £4,843 costs 
on Friday, March 3. 

Asda said it had carried out 


a “full and thorough review” to 
improve its food safety process¬ 
es, including its pest control. 

A spokesman for the super¬ 
market said: “The conditions 
found at our Enfield home shop¬ 
ping centre in May 2016 were 
completely unacceptable and 
we are deeply sorry that on this 


occasion the strict processes we 
have in place failed at a local 
level. 

“We would like to reassure all 
our customers that immediate 
steps were taken as soon as the 
issue was flagged last year to re¬ 
store the high standards that our 
customers expect from us.”

PREVIOUSLY unseen footage 
purportedly showing murder 
victim Ricardo Hunter arriving 
at the pool party at which he was 
shot dead has been released by po¬ 
lice following an appeal on BBC’s 
Crimewatch. 

Mr Hunter, also known, as ‘for¬ 
ty’, was shot dead in the garden 
of a £1 million house in Church 
Lane, Headley His body was 
found at about 2.30am on Monday, 
July 25. A 36-year-old woman also 
suffered gunshot wounds to the 
leg in the attack last summer, but 
is believed to be making a good 
recovery. 

Surrey Police this week re¬ 
leased footage which the force 
believes shows Mr Hunter arriv¬ 
ing at the party at about 1.40am. It 
was aired on weekly crime appeal 
show Crimewatch. 

The show’s host Jeremy Vine 
said Mr Hunter, a 34-year-old man 
from Coulsdon, was one of about 
400 guests at the party, and called 
on them to come forward and of¬ 
fer information. 

He said: “Detectives need your 


help to piece together exactly 
what happened to Ricardo that 
night that resulted in him being 
shot dead with a 9mm bullet. Po¬ 
lice want to stress that they are 
just witnesses, but wish to speak 
with them or anyone who knows 
anything about the murder.” 

There is a reward of up to 
£10,000 for information which 
leads directly to the arrest and 
conviction of those responsible 
for Ricardo’s murder. 

A 28-year-old man arrested on 


suspicion of murder has been re¬ 
bailed pending further enquiries 
and will return on 10 May 2017. 

A 30-year-old woman and a 
38-year-old man also arrested in 
connection with the incident have 
been advised that they no longer 
need to answer bail whilst the in¬ 
vestigation continues.

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Opposition claims library services unsafe under Tory council 

Library stock concern 
as budget cut by £350k

READERS will have less choice 
of books because of £350,000 
worth of cuts to Surrey’s librar¬ 
ies budget by 2019, an opposition 
party has claimed. 

The cuts come as part of a new 
contract for an outside company 
to provide books, CDs and DVDs 
which was awarded last week. 

The cuts will be imposed in 
stages as Surrey County Coun¬ 
cil’s library resources budget 
is slashed from £1,594,313 for 
2016/17 by £246,000 in 2017/18 and 
by a further £100,000 the following 
year. 

Surrey County Council’s cabi¬ 
net awarded a contract to Askews 
and Holts Library Services Ltd 
for the provision of supplying li¬ 
brary resources on Tuesday, Feb¬ 
ruary 28. The contract will begin 
on April 1. 

The contract will enable the 
library service to run efficiently, 
economically and effectively, the 
council’s Chief Finance Officer 
stated in a report placed before 
the cabinet last week. 

But the opposition Liberal

Democrat group fear for the fu¬ 
ture of the council’s 52 libraries - 
which have 319,000 current mem¬ 
bers - and demanded to know 
what services may also be cut. 

Councillor John Orrick, Lib 
Dems spokesperson for libraries, 
said: “Our libraries and their re¬ 
sources are not safe under this 
Conservative County Council. 
Less library stock means less 
choice for our residents, so these 
cuts will have a direct impact on 
library users and could mean few¬ 


er people visiting and using our 
libraries. 

“The Conservative administra¬ 
tion has already admitted that 
our libraries have over 200,000 
less stock items than three years 
ago and so it is clear that stock 
will continue to be cut under the 
Tories. Liberal Democrats had 
to force the County Council to 
reveal the cuts to the library re¬ 
sources budget which yet again 
proves the secretive nature of 
this Conservative-administra¬ 
tion. Residents and councillors 
deserve to know the facts and to 
be kept informed of which servic¬ 
es in Surrey the Tories are plan¬ 
ning to cut and why.” 

The council has dipped into 
£24.8 million of reserves - its larg¬ 
est ever planned use of reserves 
- after blowing its budget by £15 
million, and considered a council 
tax increase of 15 per cent to bal¬ 
ance its budget. 

Richard Walsh, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for localities and community 
wellbeing, said: “We’re deter¬ 
mined to get the best possible val¬ 
ue for money for Surrey taxpay¬ 
ers while ensuring our libraries 
have the latest books, CDs and 
DVDs to continue attracting vis¬ 
itors.

Police force rated good

SURREY Police has significant¬ 
ly improved despite government 
cuts and a falling victim satis¬ 
faction rate after it made more 
efficient use of frontline staff, a 
police watchdog has said. 

The force was rated ‘good’ by 
inspectors from Her Majesty’s 
Inspectorate of Constabulary 
(HMIC) last week - an improve¬ 
ment on its grade of ‘requires 
improvement’ last year. 

The watchdog found Surrey 
Police was effective, efficient and 
legitimate at keeping people safe 
and reducing crime, in a report 
published on Thursday, March 2. 

But the force does not com¬ 
pletely understand the scale and 
nature of the public’s demand 
for its resources, still needs to 
improve its response to ‘less se¬ 
rious’ crime, and better target 
perpetrators of domestic abuse, 
the watchdog found. 

Victim satisfaction with the 
force also dropped from 86 per 
cent in the 12 months to March 
2015 to 81 per cent the following 
year, and as of April 2016, more 
than a quarter of calls were go¬ 
ing unanswered. 

The force does, however, col¬ 
laborate effectively and effi¬ 
ciently with other forces and

organisations, treats the people 
it serves, and its workforce, with 
fairness and respect, the report 
stated. 

Surrey Police has also im¬ 
proved its response to serious 
and organised crime and has the 
specialist capabilities necessary 
to prepare for national threats. 

The force has to cut 234 ci¬ 
vilian staff posts and 32 police 
officers to offset the impact of 
£25million of Conservative cuts 
by 2019. Consequently, the HMIC 
found that the force was not fully 
staffed at the time of inspection. 

In a bid to make remaining 
staff more effective, remaining 
officers will be borough-based, 
with each ward having its own 
Police Community Support Of- 


the Police and Crime 


fleer (PCSO) to deal with crim¬ 
inal issues. The HMIC found 
that this enabled Surrey Police 
to move resources to meet local 
demands and tackle the highest 
priority problems. 

Chief Constable Nick Eph¬ 
grave said: “We have and con¬ 
tinue to work incredibly hard to 
ensure that we are providing a 
consistent service to the Surrey 
public, whether that is the in¬ 
vestigation of a missing child, 
tackling recurring anti-social 
behaviour or proactively tar¬ 
geting serious and organised 
crime.

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People walk through capital’s streets in big show of support 

March held to protest 
about 'future of NHS’ 


TENS of thousands of people 
have taken to the streets of Lon¬ 
don to protest about the future of 
the NHS. 

Organisers have described the 
national demonstration as a rally¬ 
ing call to save the health service 
as “more austerity in the NHS 
represents a real risk to the safety 
of patients and the service”. 

Support came from presenter 
Sue Perkins, who tweeted: “Love 
& support to all those marching 
for the NHS today, with a special 
shoutout to KONP, West Cornwall 
Health Watch & the gang in Pen¬ 
zance.” 

Campaigners, medics and 
members of the public taking 
part in the march held home¬ 
made banners which read “Where 
are the 350 million? #EU doctors” 



Thousands of people attended the 
event 

and “Devon says no to death by 
service cuts”. 

Some messages such as 
“NHS4Ever” were written on 
T-shirts, bags and umbrellas. 

The demonstrators began the 
march to the sound of pounding 
drums, blaring whistles and by 
chanting “Jeremy Hunt, we are 


here to say, our NHS is here to 
stay”. 

The protest included a short 
march from NHS England to Par¬ 
liament Square. 

Labour leader Jeremy Corbyn 
is due to address the marchers. 

Demonstrator Felix Ramos, 
53, stood next to a coffin on the 
march. He said: “Privatisation 
does not work for life. It is not go¬ 
ing to care for the vulnerable but 
it might care for people who can 
afford special treatment. It is not 
for the majority.” 

Dr David Wrigley, a GP from 
Carnforth, Lancashire, and depu¬ 
ty chair of the BMA council, was 
among the front-line staff march¬ 
ing under the slogan “Our NHS, 
No Cuts, No Closures, No Privati¬ 
sation”.

The virtue of learning 
from our mistakes 


ARE we all potential racists? We’re all human, 
so surely we are all capable of succumbing to 
the worst possible human traits at times. 

Of course, we try to rise above such things, 
try to be better people, but surely we’re bound 
to fail on occasion? 

This week I had an email from a reader 
expressing his “utter dismay and incredulity” 
that this newspaper saw fit to publish an adver¬ 
tisement on the virtues of the Muslim religion. 

He claimed I couldn’t see past the ad fees and 
should be concentrating on the role played by 
the newspaper in broader society. 

Then he said, and I quote: “Before you con¬ 
clude this is a racist rant I am a British Asian 
minority of the Sikh faith who would never 
want my religious beliefs advertised in such a 
manner.” He concluded with a threat he would 
write to IPSO. 

I replied explaining we are bound by Adver¬ 
tising Standards Authority (ASA) regulations, 
not to mention our own policies, to publish any 
advertisement that complies with such rules. 

I also felt it necessary to ask why he felt that, 
as a Sikh, he wasn’t capable of being racist? 

His first response repeated his claim adver¬ 
tising fees rule the day and said I shouldn’t 
have raised the issue he could be a racist. 

When I explained ASA policies again and 
said I felt we were all capable of being racist 
he simply replied to express his thanks for a 
further explanation and to confirm he now 
agreed with me. 

Recognising we’ve made a mistake, and 
learning from it, is an incredibly positive 
human trait (perhaps not one I practice enough 
myself!) so I salute you Mr Sandhu - you are a 
true gentleman. 

My point though is universal. 

In my experience, those people who flatly 
deny there is even a possibility they could be 
racist or discriminatory tend to the very people 
capable of such things. 

What’s worse is, they tend to be the ones 
pussyfooting around, worrying about being 
politically correct. 

I think a much better starting point is to 
accept we’re all individuals from different 
backgrounds, with different upbringing and 
are all capable of getting things wrong.

Many people enjoy interacting 
with nature, whether that’s play¬ 
ing pooh sticks in streams or 
feeding pigeons.

most conflict arises, especially 
where excess can create 
problems. 

If the right amount of the 
right food is put out at the right 
time, there will not be a problem. 
Get it wrong and you encourage 
rats and support unsustainably 
large flocks of birds like pigeons, 


which will create conflict. 

Haranguing the authorities 
for deploying whatever means 
they have at their disposal to 
address these issues is shooting 
the messenger rather than 
decoding the message. 

We all need to practice 
control, employ common sense 
and realise that the best way to 
support nature is by nurturing 
it from the bottom to the top of 
the food chain.

LOGAN (151 BYGRAINNECUFFE

This is what Wolverine fans 
have been waiting for all 
along. In the grittiest, blood¬ 
iest and arguably most accu¬ 
rate portrayal yet, the met¬ 
al-boned anti-hero is drawn 
into the reluctant protector 
role again in an almost unre¬ 
lenting stream of violent slash¬ 
ing and death. It's great. 

In the near distant future 
Logan aka Wolverine (Hugh 
Jackman) is looking after an 
aging Charles Xavier (Patrick 
Stewart) who is suffering from 
dementia and dangerous sei¬ 
zures. His brain is described 
as "a weapon of mass destruc¬ 
tion" - and it really is. 

Logan is sick; he's drinking 
heavily and something is "poi¬ 
soning" him from the inside. 
He limps physically and emo¬ 
tionally through, not seeking 
help, just waiting for it all to 
end. But along comes a young 
mutant girl to give him some¬ 
thing to get- even more- angry 
about. 

A shadowy military organ¬ 
isation getting up to some 
insidious activities in Mexico 
is after the girl so they go on 
the run. And to an impressive 


and well placed score at that. 
From up and coming Uruguay¬ 
an Santi Mostaffa to American 
folk singer Jim Croce it depicts 
a Western genre blended with 
gritty fast-paced thriller. What 
more could you want? Johnny 
Cash. Tick. 

Director James Mangold 
gives us something hugely 
more engaging, stylish and 
with more character depth 
than his first X-men outing 
The Wolverine. He cited Dar¬ 
ren Aronofsky's The Wrestler 
as one of the influences for 
Logan which is clearly visible 
throughout. 

Both Logan and Randy Rob¬ 
inson are closely knit- hard, 
rumbling, heart-wrenching 
characters who just need a 
hug that will be inevitably be 
sneered at. 

The mood is dark and ag¬ 
gressive with moments of well- 
timed, perceptive humour. Pro¬ 
fessor Xavier is the anti-Logan, 
all light and positivity even in 
the most treacherous situa¬ 
tions, while Logan refuses to 
see it in even the most favour¬ 
able environments. Preteen 
mutant Laura (Dafne Keen) is 


Logan in female bitesize; the 
difference being she longs to 
be loved, something he has 
long accepted he'll never have. 

Casting did so well to find 
British Dafne Keen, a then 
10-year-old bilingual acrobat 
and gymnast, you might won¬ 
der if they found the girl and 
then based the film around her. 

It was actually a slog- Man¬ 
gold auditioned over 500 kids 
before he started searching in 
Spain and found Keen living 
with her British actor father 
Will Keen. She is so skilled who 
knows what avenue she will 
take in life. 

Logan is not-just-another- 
comic-book-movie. Go to it if 
you like a good thriller and go 
to it if you hate watching the 
same generic Hollywood plot 
play out. The blockbuster is 
being reborn; what you expect 
is still there just not how you'd 
expect it. You can see it in the 
self-aware, tongue in cheek 
Guardians of the Galaxy, John 
Wick, and Mad Max: Fury 
Road. And regardless of that, 
the raw carnage on show is a 
delight for the senses.

Are you complying with landlord legislation? 


Being a landlord means complying 
with the latest legislation and 
for many landlords licensing is a 
requirement, especially fora House 
in Multiple Occupation (HMO). Find 
out if your property is falling short of 
HMO licensing legislation and what 
you need to do if it is. 

What is a HMO? A House 
in Multiple Occupation (HMO) 
is a building or part of a building 
(eg a flat) in which more than one 
household shares an amenity such as 
a bathroom, toilet or cooking facilities. 

A 'household' is either a single 
person or members of the same 
family who are living together. This 
includes people who are married or 
living together as married (including 
those in same-sex relationships). 

Ben Heath, MARLA, Branch 
Manager of Leaders, Epsom said: 
"Letting a HMO can be more complex 
than a regular property and there are 
many extra responsibilities that come 
with it, from maintaining communal 
areas to preventing overcrowding. 

'The penalties for flouting 


regulations are severe, so I would 
always advise landlords to speak to 
a professional local expert to ensure 
they stay on the right side of the law." 

Which HMOs must be 
licensed? Mandatory HMO 
licensing applies across England to 
all HMOs of three or more storeys 
and occupied by five or more persons 
forming more than one household. 

How do I apply for a licence? 
You can obtain an application form 
from the local council responsible for 
the area the HMO is in. 

Who should apply? Normally 
the landlord or (if there is more than 
one landlord) the joint landlords 
should apply for the licence, but the 
council will also accept an application 
from a managing agent provided 
the landlord has been notified of the 
application. 

A person managing or controlling 
an HMO that should be licensed 
commits an offence if, without 
reasonable excuse, he fails to apply 
for a licence. 

How long does a licence last 


for? Normally a licence lasts for a 
maximum of five years. The council 
may in some circumstances grant 
a licence for a shorter period if it 
considers it necessary. 

Will I have to pay a fee for a 
licence and how much does it 
cost? You will be required to pay a 
fee unless the council has a policy of 
not charging. Each local council sets 
its own fees for licensing. 

Can I be prosecuted for 
running an HMO without a 
licence and what is the penalty 
for doing so? As the manager or 
person in control of an HMO it is your 
responsibility to ascertain whether the 
building should have a licence. You 
are committing an offence if, without 
a reasonable excuse, you fail to apply 
for a licence for the HMO if one is 
required. 

If you are prosecuted by the council 
for not holding a licence and you are 
convicted of the offence you could 
face a fine of up to £20,000 plus 
costs. 

Are there any other 




sanctions I could face? Yes. 

The council may make an interim 
management order on the building 
and it can apply for a rent repayment 
order, in certain circumstances. 

What is a rent repayment 


order? A rent repayment order is an 
order made by a Residential Property 
Tribunal on application by the council. 
Under this order the council can 
recover housing benefit it has paid 
in respect of the HMO during any 


period when it ought to have been 
licensed, but was not. 

The best way to see the licensing 
requirements foryour area is to go to 
your local council's website or get in 
touch with them directly.

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Employment at record high 


A senior statistician has 
said the labour market 
“appears to be edging to¬ 
wards full capacity”. 

David Freeman, a stat¬ 
istician at the ONS, was 
highlighting how employ¬ 
ment has risen. 

The employment rate 
rose to 74.6 per cent in the 
final three months of last 
year, the highest rate re¬ 
corded since data started 
being collected in 1971. 

However it’s not all good 
news: new figures show 
wage growth has slowed. 
Average earnings are 2.6 
per cent higher during the 
fourth quarter compared 
with the same time a year 
earlier. 

One of the reasons for 
increased employment is 


more women entering the 
work place. Male employ¬ 
ment rates are actually 
low but the proportion 
of women in work stands 
at 70 per cent. The unem¬ 
ployment rate remained 
at 4.8 per cent, the lowest 
level since 2005. 

The increase in employ¬ 
ment was also accounted 
for by a 45,000 rise in the 
number of people em¬ 
ployed full-time, while the 
number of people working 
part-time fell by 7,000. 

Not all regions fared 
equally in employment 
however. Employment hit 
a record high in London, 
the south-east and North¬ 
ern Ireland but in the past 
year the employment rate 
has fallen other areas - 


such as in Scotland, the 
north-east, north-west and 
the east of England. 

While wages usually 
grow with employment, 
this wasn’t the case. The 
annual growth in aver¬ 
age earnings during the 
fourth quarter to the end 
of December was at 2.6 
per cent. Inflation also 
picked up, meaning earn¬ 
ings rose by just 1.4 per 
cent after inflation. This 
was the lowest growth for 
two years. 

It was forecast by Bank 
of England’s agents in 
surveys that the slowdown 
will continue in 2017.

TWO weeks after the much 
talked about resignation of 
goalkeeping coach Wayne 
Shaw, Sutton United boss 
Paul Doswell has appointed a 
replacement. 

Carshalton-born former 
AFC Wimbledon shot-stopper 
Seb Brown arrives at Gander 
Green Lane following spells 
with a host of non-league 
clubs including Hampton and 
Richmond Borough, Bromley 
and Woking. 

Brown made his name play¬ 
ing for Wimbledon, where he 
saved twice in the penalty 
shoot-out victory over Luton 
Town at the City of Manches¬ 
ter Stadium in 2011 which 
earned the Dons their place 
in the Football League. 

The former Cheam High 
School pupil has been work¬ 
ing as a goalkeeping coach 


for Hampton and Wimble¬ 
don’s academies. 

Ironically, the arrival of 
current United number one 
Ross Worner at Wimbledon 
in 2013 signalled the end of 
Brown’s five-year stint at the 
club he supported as a boy. 
Now the two will be work¬ 
ing together once again as 
Sutton begin to build for next 
season. 

United are awaiting the 
result of a scan on Worner’s 
injury he sustained in their 
recent victory at Torquay. 

Doswell also revealed he 
has allowed strikers Matt 
Tubbs and Dan Fitchett to 
find other clubs. 

Both players made an im¬ 
pact in this season’s marvel¬ 
lous FA Cup run with Tubbs 
scoring on his debut in the 
2-1 victory at home to Chel¬ 
tenham Town in the second 
round and Fitchett finding 
the target with the last kick 
of the game in United’s stun¬ 


ning 3-1 win at Wimbledon 
in the third round. 

Sutton have made sever¬ 
al new additions to their 
squad in recent weeks and 
Doswell is looking forward 
to seeing them make pro¬ 
gress at Gander Green 
Lane. 

“We’ve seen this sea¬ 
son with Tom Bolarinwa 
(Grimsby), Dan Wishart 
(Forest Green) and Ross 
Stearn (Eastleigh) moving 
to full-time football, and 
Roarie Deacon’s huge im¬ 
provement from playing 
regularly and enjoying his 
work that we have a real 
opportunity as a club to 
progress in a quite unique 
manner. 

“Adam Coombes, Jeffrey 
Monakana, Jack Jebb and 
Kieron Cadogan are all in 
this category and I’m so 
enthused they have chosen 
Sutton United as they all 
want to improve.” 


The U’s have two Nation¬ 
al League games coming up 
at Gander Green Lane this 
week. On Saturday they face 
York City (kick-off 3pm) 
who are in serious danger 
of suffering a second succes¬ 
sive relegation. 

The Minstermen are five 
points adrift from safety 
with games running out.

(kick-off 7.45pm) are lead¬ 
ing the chasing pack behind 
table-toppers Lincoln City 
Sutton beat Rovers back 
in October in the fourth 
qualifying of the FA Cup 
thanks to a last-minute win¬ 
ner from Roarie Deacon, 
a goal which kick-started 
United’s headline-grabbing 
run to the fifth round.
